several hours search through brush 
| wood bordering the Mara Is do Cygne 
river the 
home 
guards, 
sheriffs 
posses and 
volunteers, 
numbering 
about 250 men. 
returned to 
their 
homes early tonight without 
having 
found a trace of the 
bandits 
who 
conducted the midnight robbery near 
here of the "Texas Special.*’ a fast 
passenger train 
on 
the 
Missouri, 
Kansas <V Texas railway. 
Stime of the 
searchers 
expressed 
the belief that the bandits, who e^- 
caped in a motor car, had probably 
reached Kansas City. The Kansas City 
police have been asked to watch for 
them. 
According to postal and 
express 
nipany employes the mail and ex 
pre«s cars which tt^ b an d its detach­ 
ed from the train and later ram 
ed yielded only a trivial amount, 
Four persons on the train 
were 
wounded dtirhig the shooting which 
apparently was indulged in by 
the 
robbers in order to 
intimidate 
the 
passengers 
The injured were taken 
to a hospital at Parsons where 
it 
w as thought all would recover. 
The train, which left Kansas City 
last night was bound for 
Parsons. 
Kan . where it w 
to connect with 
a it. Louis train for San Antonio. 
Details of the roobery in which two 
of the train crew and a woman pas­ 
senger were wounded by bullets from 
the bandits' guns, as related by rail­ 
way employes, seem to indicate the 
r >bbers "shot up" the train to terror­ 
ize the passengers and crew. No at- 
tempt was made to rob the 
passen­ 
gers The train was flagged down a< 
it was backing from Koch 
siding, 
two miles south of here, 
and 
the 
bandits swarmed about 
the 
engine, 
forcing the engineer and fireman at 
the point of revolvers to go into the 
smoking car. 
The doors of the smoking and day 
«oaches were locked and several of 
the robber party ran up and 
down 
the aisle» »hooting intu the floor and 
through the roof, stray bullets from 
their guns striking 
Fireman 
R, E. 
Carter in the ankle and C. T. Wither, 
the train auditor in the thigh. 
With the occupants of the two cars 
r> lured to abject terror, the bandits 
! oirded the mail and express 
car«, 
uncoupled them from the rest of the 
train and with their own men at the 
engine throttle ran out onto the main 
line and backed nor*h. A« they passed 
fhe standing coaches they fired into 
the w in-low s. and it w as then that 
Mrs. L. D. Williams of Achille, Okla.. 
a woman passenger, 
was 
wounded. 
-'he was shot in the shoulder. A mile 
north of the siding the mail and ex­ 
press cars were stopped and the rob­ 
bers proceeded to rifle them, throw-f 
ing the express safe from the car and ! 
breaking it open They are also said f 
to have taken a quantity of registered 
mail. The sum of money taken from 
the mail bags could not be estimated 
According to the express messenger 
and mail clerk who were forced into 
the smoking car 
with 
the 
engine 
<rew, there was not a large sura of 
money in either car. 
When the two cars had been strip 
ped of valuables the bandits fled in 
motor cars, which had either been 
left near by cr brought up by confed 
erates Members of the 
train 
crew 
started for this city and found the 
engine and two cars deserted 
They 
ran back to the coaches, coupled up 
the train and 
proceeded 
with the 
wounded to the nearest hospital at 
Parsons. Kan. 
The bandits are described as young 
men, although 
all 
were 
masked 
Their familiarity 
with 
the 
train 
schedule and their handling of the 
engine and detached cars 
was 
the 
feature that attracted the particular 
attention of th# railway men. as it 
was taken to indicate at least some 
of them had had railway experience 
One of the masked men was reported 
to have warned a companion. “ Don't 
shoot that man— that’s Jake Darkes. 
Darkes was a brakeman on 
the 
t ra i n. 


Other fragments of 
conversation, 
overheard indicated thorough knowl­ 
edge of train operations on the divi­ 
sion. Kwh is a "blind siding” with 
no buildings or residences near, and 
the spot was well chosen for 
the 
holdup.
